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Passing, now, without mentioning many of the exalted duties and privi- 
leges which pertain to fathers in Israel, we note that they are royal teachers 
ok their families; Divinely commissioned to teach Divine truths to heaven's 
own royal spirita who, in a former stage of existence, if not yet in the present, 
have aspired to a Divinity for themselves. It is said there is no royal road 
to learning; but we must not shut our eyes to the fact that one only Divine 
road leads to Divinity. It is strait and narrow, and no one of earth’s count- 
less hosts ever found it by chance, nor, when found, can anyone pursue it 
without an ever-constant and faithful guide. 

If we probe through the thoughts of a father who does not seek to avail 
himself of the restraining and propelling influences which membership in 
the Church is adapted to throw jaround his children, we will doubtless find 
him surcharged with ideas of his own self-sufficiency; for, where is the indi- 
vidual—not puffed up with his own importance—who will not frankly con- 
feas that in the battle of life he finds it ever necessary to lean hard upon the 
Almighty for guidance and jsupport. Do we not know that men—let their 
intellectual qualifications be what they may—are but children in the great 
school of knowledge and experience? They are helpless in their own strength, 
and the best and brightest of all the world’s mighty ones know not how to 
order their ways aright unaided by the moving impulses of the Holy Spirit. 
The Saints perceive this; they know it, and in accord with the prayer of an 
ancient worthy their cry is, “Lord, lead me in a plain path.” The beaten 
track alone is not sufficient, they must be led even there, and their souls long 
for the restraining and constraining influences of the Almighty; and if these 
aids to a proper life were withdrawn, what would become of them? An 
answer may be found in the apostasy of early days; in the darkness of the 
middle ages; in the cumulative hatred of the truth which is so common in 
these latter times. 

The existence of this absolutely dependent relationship of fully developed 
men upon their God is an actual fact, and an analagous one exists between 
the child and his parent; and just as certainly as disastrous results must 
follow any interruption of heaven’s outpouring of celestial, directing powers 
into the soul of an adult Saint, so, too, must evil effects result from a father’s 
failure to train up his children in the way they shonld go. If adults need 
a finger-board at every turn of life to point out the right way, it is unreason- 
able to suppose that children can map out a proper course in life without any 
guide. Some folks seem, however, to think they can. 

But few parents entertain any idea contrary to the proposition that it is 
their bounden duty to gatber their children around the family board, and 
supply them with good and wholesome food for the nourishment of their 
youthful bodies, With wise and ever vigilant care the food providers dis- 
criminate between substances which possess proper nutritive qualities, and 
others which are of a deleterious nature, and constrain their children to 
partake of the former only, and if unhealthful or deadly substances acciden- 
tally come within reach of childhood’s ever busy fingers, no one manifests 
any hesitancy about encroaching a little on youthful liberty. Every intelligent 
person knows that these family safeguards are essential for the preservation of 
our race. The existence of mankind on this earth would be of short duration 
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if the young were all obliged to seeka physical sustenance for themselves as 
the beasts of the forests do, and with the boon of “liberty” to eat anything 
and everything they could swallow. We appreciate the physical dangers to 
‘which they would, while leading such a life, subject our race; but find some 
who apparently think their children are spiritually independent, and fhat 
they are competent to reap rich harvests where no one has sown the good 
seed, But let us beware, for as certainly as a policy of non-interference in 
shaping the temporal welfare of our children must terminate in their destru- 
tion, so our indifference to their spiritual interests must result disastrously. 
We may cast them adrift on the troubled sea of life without a sure rudder 
and compass; but, hereafter, when the fragments of their doomed barques are 
foand along the shores of a cold and cheerless eternity, the bitterness of 
paréntal woe can not transform their calamity into a blessing. Regrets can 
then avail nothing. In cases where parens know by proofs indisputable that 
certain principles lie at the very foundation of human weal, it is almost 
ineredible that a father or mother should manifest indifference concerning 
family, educational duties. Not only ought children to be taught the prin- 
ciples of truth, but a love for them should be implanted in their hearts, and 
an abhorrence of all evil fostered and developed. Blessed, indeed, is that 
man whose children lean towards the truth. 

It is folly to presume that, in a sinful world like this, human beings can 
grow up to maturity in a perfectly neutral condition of mind and spirit. 
They are biased from birth, hence the necessity for Christ’s atonement. 
From the beginning men have been disposed to evil, and the successive 
generations of sinful creatures have intensified this disposition, until, in these 
‘times, the ‘inherent propensities of mankind, in general, for evil doing are 
almost irresistible. For the very purpose of correcting this inborn wayward- 
ness, God has ordained special marital laws among His people. Herein is 
disclosed the divine purpose to bring into this world a class of beings who 
shall be naturally biased, as far as such a thing is possible, in favor of the 
truth. His grand scheme of “biasing” His children aright is now in opera- 
tion; working slowly, but none the less surely, and though the whole plan is 
radiant with Divine light, there are parents who look on with senseless 
indifference. If our heavenly Father bestows blessings upon us He expects 
us to use them for our good and His glory. Advantages are offered to be 
improved, ‘not slighted, nor spurned. It is a great advantage to children to 
be born into the world through the instrumentality of parents whose bodies, 
‘as well as their souls, are more or less filled with the Holy Spirit. The infant 
partakes of the spirit which actuates his parents, and thus, to some extent, is 
‘biased aright, but in some instances this natural birthright is not appreciated 
‘and, consequently, it remains unimproved. Such a course is altogether 
wrong, and those who pursue it shall fall under the condemnation of an 
‘indignant God: It is high time that the Saints, one and all, should lay hold 
upon and improve every advantage which a beneficent heaven offers them, for 
the times are at hand when their children shall be tried to the core. 

It will be observed that the Scripture, which is so explicit respecting the 
duties of parents to their children, has not been quoted in this article, for we 
have preferred to talk as man to man; but it may be advisable to remind

some of our readers that God has spoken on the subject of parental duties, 
and His law ought to be the end of all controversy. None of us are wise 
enough to counsel the Almighty on family matters, nor on any other subject. 
In concluding, we observe that parental indifference respecting the religious 
attitude of their children would not be so reprehensible if it. were even 
measurably counterbalanced by a corresponding apathy on the part of our 
great adversary and his emissaries. But hell is always restless, aad when not 
matched against heavenly powers, resistless. Its snares are always set, its 
toils are always winding and tightening, and none who are engaged in the 
fight for immortality and eternal lives escape the test of their integrity, We 
may have false notions about influencing our children strongly for the right, 
but squeamishness is not characteristic of fallen spirits, and our apathy 
becomes their opportunity. Satan will bias our children, if we neglect to 
teach them true principles, and we may choose which way the die shall be 
cast, but cast it must be, and if in woe, we shall be held responsible for our 
neglect in the premises. Let the Saints heed a timely warning. B.

Hon. John T. Caine is re-elected Delegate to Congress. 

On November 8th, ten car-loads of potatoes were shipped to Fort Worth, 
Texas, from Salt Lake City. 

The largest mercantile house west of Chicago is located in Salt Lake City. 
It is operated by the “ Mormons.” | 

The Salt Lake City temple has cost over $2,000,000, and is yet unfinished 
It is the admiration of all beholders. 

The idea of Utah being represented at the Paris Exposition is being agitated. 
It is more than probable that if the Chamber of Commerce does not take the 
matter up, a syndicate will be formed for the purpose of carrying out the 
scheme. 


On account of the large attendance of students at the Salt Lake Stake 
Academy, the directors have been obliged to discontinue the preparatory 


department for lack of room, and the full seating capacity of the institution 


will be used hereafter for academic classes proper. 


The amount of dried fruit that is being shipped this fall from the southern 
counties to Salt Lake City is beyond all precedent. Fourteen heavily laden, 
two-horse teams lately arrived in Milford in one day. The fruit is there 
shipped by rail to Salt Lake City, but owing to a scarcity of sacks, it has 
been loaded on the cars in bulk, and these shipments have been going on for 
weeks.

| November 2, 1888, says:—‘‘ Yesterday at the request of Rev. Mr. Stoops, of 


the Presbpterian church of this place, Bishop Charles Adams lighted and 
prepared free our meeting-house, for the reception of the Revs. Mr. McNiece, 
Mr. McLean, Mr. Gillespie and Mr. Martin, ministers of the Presbyterian 
church, who desired to preach to the people of this place. They held forth last 
evening The prayer, the sermon by Rev. Mr. McLean, and the remarks by 
Rev. McNiece and others were such as could be fully endorsed by the Latter- 
day Saints. The singing by the reverend gentlemen was very fine indeed.
